PERIL IN PRETENSE. 
One thiny, at ]< ast, the depression has done for us. 
It 
has made it possible for us to mention the word, “ revolu­ 
tion,” without first pulling down the blinds, peeking un­ 
der the beds and giving the maid an afternoon oil. 
To be sure, nothing in particular is to be gained by 
mouthing that dread word. 
Hut a fair sample of the kind 
of talk that is really needed is furnished in the report of 
President Hoover’s committee on social trends, which as­ 
serts flatly that a revolution in this country is by no means 
impossible and warns that our greatest danger comes from 
people who refuse to recognize that fact. 
While possible, of course, revolution is not in the least 
probable. 
But the president’s comm.ttee does a fine serv ­ 
ice by pointing out that the worst error we could commit 
would be to continue a policy of aimless drifting, hoping, 
Micawber-like, that something will turn up. 
That, or something like it, was our pol.cy for quite a 
while. 
At first all tried valiantly to pretend that there 
really was no such thing as a depression. 
We pretended 
that everything would come out right if only we all looked 
on the bright side of things. 
We invented slog ans such 
as “ buy now’’; we listened reverently while rich men told 
us that all would be well if everyone would stop worrying 
and go to work. 
And we postponed as long as we could a 
clear-eyed recognition of the fact that there really was 
something radically wrong which couldn’t be charmed out 
of existence by the performance of suitable incantations. 
In plain English, we drifted. 
The big development oi 
the past year has 
been our g rowing realization that it 
would be dangerous for us to drift any longer. 
We may 
not yet know just what we have to do, but we have at least 
discovered that we must do something. 
We are not will- 
ing to be passive any more. 
# That is where the warning of the presidential committee 
is useful. 
In trying to fix things up we shall probablv 
make mistakes— but what of it? 
The one fatal thing 
would be to do nothing at all.
